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Elders meet to share knowledge 

How often do our Elders get asked what they think?

On December 1 , 201 1 over two 
dozen Elders and Language Ap- 
prentice speakers were invited to 
attend a listening session held by 
Jo Ann Jones; to help and assist with 
the Ho-Chunk Nation language cur- 
riculum that can be taught in the 
schools. The intent was to allow El- 
ders to voice their opinion and a rare 
chance to give some input about our 
language. 

Jones set the bar and pace for 
a new direction. Working as the 
ANA Grants Coordinator, she said, 
“Developing Curriculum for our 
Ho-Chunk Language is an accom- 
plishment by itself.” The Culture 
Based Language Materials Project is 
developing a curriculum for schools 
but is developing it with everyone in 
mind. The materials will be made 
available to every tribal member. 

The best way to learn a Language is 
to have been introduced to it at birth. 
Currently, many of our Ho-Chunk 
speakers have been speaking the lan- 
guage since birth. 

Often times, when attending Lan- 
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JoAnn Jones “We have to keep the Ho-Chunk 
language alive. We’re keeping it alive. We’ve got to 
teach our children Ho-Chunk, even if it is one word 
that helps.” 


guage Conferences or other 
tribal conferences, one of 
the recurring stories heard 
from Elders is, “My parents 
wanted me to learn how to 
speak (English) and go to 
school.” While many of our 
grandparents and parents 
have identical stories, Cho- 
kas and Gagas permitted our 
Lathers and Mothers to not 
learn Ho-Chunk; it wasn’t 
spoken as often in the home 
and over time the language 
has gone unspoken. Another 
key factor to losing the lan- 
guage has been inter-racial 
marriages, or marrying into 
another tribe. 

The Language and Culture 
Division has been working 
to revitalize the Ho-Chunk 
Language and have been 
using many new methods 
of producing more materi- 
als and optimizing tools 
that will reach the novice of 
speakers. But sometimes, 
there is need to reflect on the 
past to ensure a future for 
our Ho-Chunk Language. 

So on December 1 , the 
day was pretty gloomy and 
roads were a bit slick with 
big snowflakes falling to 
the ground. But, a little bit 
of snow didn’t stop sev- 
eral Ho-Chunk elders from 
around Wisconsin to travel 
to Mauston to meet up with 
each other, socialize, and get 
down to business to discuss 
the future of the Ho-Chunk 
language. Inside it was 


packed full of life. To be sit- 
ting with so many elders and 
to listen to them converse all 
in Ho-Chunk was amazing. 
There was over 500 years 
worth of language knowl- 
edge in the room, all I could 
do was sit in silence and 
listen. 

One by one, different 
Elders spoke of how the lan- 
guage has been used in their 
homes, in their life, and how 
it was passed down to them. 
Many reflected on their par- 
ents, and their grandparents 
who took care of them. It 
was everyday life to use the 
language. 

However, this was not the 
hr st meeting. JoAnn had 
been going from home to 
home visiting with many 
elders. In visiting these 
elder’s homes, she said ev- 
eryone wanted to help and 
shared their stories with her. 
In the near future, she hopes 
to record their stories and 
talks. 

In speaking with JoAnn, I 
asked her what she thought 
about the new ways of learn- 
ing (the language) through 
Apps, Gaming Systems, and 
with our current curriculum. 
She said, “You have to ap- 
proach Ho-Chunk language 
in a lot of different ways. 
Our young people are living 
a new generation. This gen- 
eration includes technology, 
iPads, cell phones, and com- 
puters. If we can use that to 


help the young people now, 
they can have Ho-Chunk 
Language in there (the plat- 
forms), and the Language 
will be accessible through 
those games and applica- 
tions. I think it’s exciting the 
new technology is here. The 
world is changing.” 

There was a luncheon 
served and some good jok- 
ing and laughing. Out of 
gratitude, JoAnn presented 
everyone with Ho-Chunk 
baskets as tokens of thanks 
for attending. 


In closing, JoAnn said, “It 
was so awesome, I almost 
cried when I saw all their 
interest and their presence 
here. They thought so much 
of their language and came 
to help. I am so thankful to 
the Elders for coming and 
participating.”

President Greendeer participates in White 
House Tribal Nations Conference

President Greendeer 
represented Ho-Chunk Nation 
at the White House Tribal 
Nations Conference held in 
Washington, DC on Dec. 2. 
The third annual event is by 
invitation only and affords 
tribal leaders the opportunity 


to directly engage with 
the President on a leader- 
to-leader, government-to- 
government basis. 

“The work to keep our 
place in front of Indian 
country must continue in 
our ties to federal legislation 
and national leaders must 
be strengthened by our 
keen ability to foster and 


build strong relationships,” 
President Greendeer said. 

Vice President Greg 
Blackdeer joined the Ho- 
Chunk Nation President in 
his trip to the nation’s capital, 
where both attended hearings 
and briefings scheduled 
throughout the few days 
leading up to the one day 
event. 

“Before the Nation can hit 
the hill, we must secure a firm 
position on issues that affect 
those we serve and those we 
employ. We must absorb a 
steady diet of information 
through alerts and dialogue 
followed by formal action,” 
Greendeer said, “the content 
of the 2011 White House 
Tribal Nations Conference 
provides sufficient framework 
for which to build our nation’s 
national agenda.” 

President Greendeer, in a 
meeting closed to the media, 
addressed BIA Director 
Michael Black concerning the 


Badger Army Ammunition 
Plant. 

“The Nation is not looking 
for an apology but for a 
solution and a commitment 
to work with us and fulfill 
the trust responsibility,” the 
President said. 


The President added that 
Mr. Black assured the Nation 
he would make the journey 
to Wisconsin to explore a 
solution and that the Nation 
would follow up on Black’s 
commitment.

Michael Rave nominated as 
Executive Director of Administration

Black River Falls, WI - 
On December 6, President 
Greendeer nominated 
tribal member Michael 
Rave as Executive Director 
of Administration. The 
Legislature accepted the 
President’s nomination and 
has 30 days to schedule a 
confirmation hearing. 

“Mr. Rave has already 
shown great initiative and I’m 
impressed by his aptitude,” 
President Greendeer said, 

“he has the experience, 
capacity and the energy that 
is essential to leading this 
very important position with 
the Nation. Once confirmed, 


we can really get the ball 
rolling to better serve the 
government operation and 
tribal membership.” 

Profile 

Rave, an Iraq war veteran, 
has served ten years as 
office manager of Ho-Chunk 
Nation Division of Veterans 
Affairs, helping to coordinate 
veterans’ benefits. 

In 1999, Rave enrolled at 
UW- Eau Claire but said he 
felt a calling to enlist in the 
Army after a year and served 
in the Reserves while working 
at a home improvement 
center. By 2003, he had 
returned to Black River Falls 
and began working for the 
Ho-Chunk Nation helping his 
fellow veterans. Duty in Iraq 


prompted Rave to take a leave 
of absence and the Nation 
held his job while he served 
his military duty. 

During a deployment in 
2005 through 2006, Sergeant 
Rave was assigned to Task 
Force Gator. As a part of this 
Task Force, Sergeant Rave 
worked with Coalition Forces 
from 28 individual countries. 
At that time, Rave worked 
closely with these coalition 
members to prepare them for 
duty in the Iraq Theater of 
Operations. As part of these 
preparatory requirements, 
Rave conducted assessments 
of their needs to include 
levels of training to complete 
mission requirements, basic 
equipment issue, weapons 


proficiency, medical training, 
convoy operation training, 
and enemy engagement 
training. 

“As a veteran, I am grateful 
for what Ho-Chunk Nation 
has done for my family and 
me,” Rave says, “growing 
up, I saw service members 
coming back without 
direction. There was a lack 
of veteran services to tribal 
members. That sparked my 
interest in how I could help 
transition them to civilian 
life”. 

Since his return to civilian 
life, Rave earned a criminal 
justice baccalaureate degree 
at Herzing University, while 
providing services to his 
fellow veterans . Rave is also

a part-time police officer 
in Black River Falls and 
working toward an MBA. He 
is the sixth of seven children 
of Jessie and Maynard Rave, 
Sr. of Black River Falls, WI.

Early this week members 
of legislature (Forrest 
Whiterabbit, Greg Littlejohn, 
Heidi Frechette-legislative 
attorney) visited Kenneth 
Munson, who serves as 
Regional Director (RD) of 
the Region V Office of the 
U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services (HHS). 
Mr. Munson was appointed 
by HHS Secretary Kathleen 
Sebelius on October 4, 201 1 . 
Region V covers almost 20% 
of the U.S. population, and is 
composed of Illinois, Indiana, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Ohio 
and Wisconsin. 

HHS is the federal 
government’s lead agency 
for protecting the health of 
all Americans and providing 
essential human services, 
especially for those who are 
least able to help themselves. 
The Department has over 


300 programs covering a 
wide spectrum of activities 
including public health, 
health care, financing, family 
support, social services, 
emergency preparedness and 
food and drug safety. 

As Regional Director, Mr. 
Munson represents HHS 
Secretary Kathleen Sebelius 
in Region V. Mr. Munson 
plays a vital role in the 
Department’s continued work 
with states to implement 
the Affordable Care Act 
and acts as a representative 
of the Secretary in direct 
official dealings with State, 
local and Tribal government 
organizations, and other 
external partners in the 
Region. He establishes 
and maintains working 
relationships with Governors, 
Mayors, other key State, 
local and Tribal officials 


and community leaders, 
and seeks opportunities to 
build effective partnerships. 
Mr. Munson makes 
recommendations and advises 
HHS policy decisions based 
upon his keen understanding 
of human service and health 
care delivery systems. 

As the Nation has many 
intergovernmental relations 
and partnerships (decisions 
are made jointly where joint 
interests are involved); the 
assumption is the Ho-Chunk 
Nation and other governments 
(state, county, townships) can 
work together in a relationship 
of mutual respect to determine 
what’s best for both. This 
is easier said than actually 
done and the partnerships are 
hard to accomplish but very 
rewarding when there is a 
benefit at the end of the road.

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Behavioral Health Division 
reaches new heights

In 2010, the Ho-Chunk 
Nation Alcohol/Drag Program 
and Mental Health Program 
combined to create the 
Behavioral Health Division 
within the Ho-Chunk Nation 
Department of Health. The 
division has recently earned 
its accreditation, reports 
Executive Director of Health 
Dr. Alec Thundercloud. 

“This is certainly good 
news for the Nation,” Dr. 
Thundercloud said, “it will 
help us coordinate better 
care for our clients who are 


suffering from alcohol and 
drug addiction by providing 
improved case management 
and addressing other issues 
such as housing, employment, 
and education to provide more 
wrap around services to keep 
families safe and intact.” 

According to Alcohol/Drug 
Program (ADP) Director 
Terry Greendeer, the Nation’s 
ADP has been certified since 
1992. “Back then, we went 
through transitions to get 
everything in order within 
one year. We became more 
credible after gaining our 
certification. It took a lot 
of work and we really got 


focused into elevating our 
program,” Greendeer said. 

Greendeer, who has been 
with ADP since 1993, also 
said that combining both 
programs under Behavioral 
Health allowed the Nation 
to seek a new accreditation, 
which would certify both 
programs. 

Being a certified agency 
allows the health department 
to charge third party billing 
for behavioral health services 
provided. “This is generating 
revenue for the tribe,” 
Greendeer said. 

“One missing component 
to the Behavioral Health 


Division was oversight by a 
psychiatrist. Currently, we 
have a psychiatrist available 
at the House of Wellness 
which has been met with 
tremendous success and we’ll 
be extending psychiatric 
services through telemedicine 
at the Ho-Chunk Health Care 
Center in Black River Falls,” 
Dr. Thundercloud added, ”as 
we continue to build on this 
momentum for BHD we hope 
to build a whole centralized 
behavioral health campus to 
expand services to children, 
youth, adults and elders. 

Behavioral Health Director 
Julie Abbot-Jones added, 


“the purpose is not to have 
the piece of paper on the 
wall. The purpose is to 
provide quality services to the 
members.” 

Behavioral Health 
provides AODA and mental 
health individual therapy, 
Intoxicated Driver groups, 
Cognitive Behavioral 
groups for males and 
female correctional clients, 
motivational interviewing 
groups, Intervention, Anger 
Management groups, 
Community Youth AODA 
Prevention Education and 
referral to inpatient treatment 
services. 


WARNING: Instant cup of soup

In the colder months we all 
enjoy a nice bowl of soup. 
One of the most convenient 
ways is to use the instant 
cup of noodle soup in which 
you simply add hot water. 
Unfortunately, the cups are 
light weight and prone to 
spills. 

Burn centers see severe 
bums on a weekly basis due 
to these cups of soup. The 
most common victims of 
these accidents are young 
children. As we all know, 
young children frequently 
make messes and spill things. 
The combination of young 
children and hot liquid in a 
container that easily spills 
in many instances proves 
to be a disastrous one. The 
soup generally spills onto the 
individual with the potential 
to severely burn their chest, 
torso, arms, face, neck, legs 


and privates. 

According to a study 
conducted at Baltimore 
Regional Burn Center, the 
length of hospital stay was 
twice as long for a noodle 
soup burn than a bum from 
hot liquids alone. They found 
that the noodles stick to the 
skin, causing more serious 
burns. One in five people 
required surgery. Possible 
long term effects include 
scarring and limited mobility 
of joints involved in the bum. 

In order to prevent burns 
please consider allowing the 
soup (or beverage) to properly 
cool. You may place it in the 
freezer or add ice cubes to 
speed up the process. Also 
consider transferring the 
instant soups to bowls which 
aren’t as easy to knock over. 
Do not eat/drink hot liquids 
while holding a young child. 

If someone does suffer a 
burn:

DO NOT 

Use cold water or ice on the 
burn, this can damage the skin 
more 

Use first aid creams, 
ointments, butter, toothpaste. 
This traps heat and makes the 
burn worse 


DO 

Use room temperature or 
cool water. 

Remove wet clothing 
immediately, if left on. 

Do not use first aid creams, 
ointments, this can make the 
burn worse by trapping heat. 


Seek medical attention for 
any bum that is larger than 
the bum victim’s palm, or 
are burned on the hands, feet, 
face or private areas.

Childrens trust fund task force update

The Children’s Trust 
Fund (CTF) Task force has 
been diligently working 
on developing a clearer 
definition on how the Nation 
would define High School 
Diploma. There has been an 
issue of what exactly defines 
a high school diploma when 
approving for the distribution 
of the CTF. There are 
several different programs 
throughout the United States 
which provide alternatives 
to a “regular” high school 
diploma, each state or county 
may define this differently. 
The Children’s Trust Fund 
Task Force would like to 
provide a universal definition 
to be used. The goal is to set 
an acceptable standard. The 
big question becomes “What 
does the Nation want to see 
as an acceptable standard for 
high school graduation?” 

The Ho-Chunk Nation 
Department of Education 
has provided the task force 
with types of programs that 
are currently submitted to 
receive credit for a high 
school education. They are as 
follows: 

Traditional High School 
Diploma - A diploma granted 
by a public or private high 
school to a person who has 
successfully completed the 
program of study required 
by the public school board or 
private high school. 

GED - A certificate 


of general educational 
development is granted to a 
person who has achieved a 
passing score on the general 
educational development test 
developed by the American 
Council on Education and 
administered at testing 
sites approved by the 
state superintendent and 
the American Council on 
Education. 

HSED - A high school 
equivalency diploma 
is granted by the state 
superintendent by passing 
the General Educational 
Development (GED) test 
and five more additional 
requirements. 

Alternative School - 
Whether on-site or off- site, 
these schools are operated 
by the school district (or 
consortium of school districts) 
as independent schools. The 
alternative school has an 
assigned school code and 
all attendance testing and 
enrollment data is reported 
by that school. The school 
is subject to all requirements 
of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education 
Act, including potential 
designation as a school in 
need of improvement. 

Charter Schools - These 
are public, nonsectarian 
schools created through 
a businesslike contract or 
“charter” between the charter 
governance board and the 
sponsoring school board or 
other chartering authority. 


The Wisconsin charter school 
law gives charter schools 
freedom from most state rules 
and regulations in exchange 
for greater accountability for 
results. The charter defines 
the missions and methods 
of the charter school. The 
chartering authority holds 
the school accountable to its 
charter. 

GED#2 - The GED Option 
#2 Program allows authorized 
school districts to use the 
GED test battery to measure 
proficiency in lieu of high 
school credit for students 
enrolled in an alternative 
education program. A student 
who passes the GED tests 
and completes the other 
requirements for graduation is 
entitled to the traditional high 
school diploma. Wisconsin 
received approval to offer this 


opportunity to local school 
districts as a part of its waiver 
application to GED Testing 
Services. 

Homeschooling - A 

parent or guardian has the 
right to select a home-based 
private educational program, 
commonly referred to as 
homeschooling, for his or 
her child or children, in order 
to comply with compulsory 
school attendance law. Home- 
based private educational 
programs provide educational 
instruction to a child by the 
child’s parent or guardian or 
by a person designated by the 
parent or guardian. 

Correspondence schools 
- This is a program for 
homeschoolers who wish to 
follow a curriculum and/or 
earn a diploma by registering 
with a distance school that 


offers correspondence courses 
(paper assignments sent 
by mail) or online courses 
(delivered over the internet). 

These are just some of the 
types of programs that are 
available for our youth to earn 
a high school diploma. Each 
of these programs also has 
different variations depending 
on the state, county, or city. 
All of these possible options 
create a very large burden on 
our Enrollment and Education 
departments as they try to 
verify the documents that are 
being submitted by our youth. 

The chart below shows 
the number of youth and the 
various programs that they 
have used in order to obtain 
their high school education 
over the years.

The changing of mascots 
was a long and arduous 
process that took nearly a 
decade with many agreeing 
that Indian mascots promoted 
discrimination, stereotyping, 
and harassment. The 
Wisconsin State Legislature 
passed Wisconsin Act 250 
in 2009 which allowed 
school district residents to 
file a complaint to the State 
Superintendent, beginning 
on May 20, 2010. The 
Wisconsin Department of 
Public Instmction issued an 
order for the Osseo-Fairchild 
School District to change their 
mascot on July 27, 2010. 

The Department of 
Public Instmction findings 
reported incident of racism, 
stereotyping, and harassment. 
In 2003, two incidents 
occurred: the use of “dirty 
Indian”, and “a student was 
asked why he didn’t dress 
like a real Indian.” In 2004, 
an away team had the slogan 
“scalp the chieftains” on 
their homecoming float. 

In 2006, the “war dance” 
was done during a time out 
at a volleyball game. In 
2010, “athletes taunted an 
American Indian resident” 


saying “Chieftains” on school 
property. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation 
Legislature Resolution 7-07- 
04 addresses the mascot issue 
and states: “ Each district of 
the Ho-Chunk Nation shall 
decide issues of offensive and 
demeaning school nicknames, 
logos, and mascots and 
those found offensive and 
demeaning shall be reported 
to the Legislature to take 
appropriate action to voice to 
the school district the Nation’s 
opposition to the negative 
and demeaning portrayal 
of Native American Indian 
people ” The Osseo-Fairchild 
School District did not present 
evidence to District 1 of 
the Ho-Chunk Nation, but 
presented Resolution 7-07-04. 
The superintendent did not 
accept Resolution 7-07-04 
as approval of the Ho-Chunk 
Nation. 

Since 1968, Osseo-Fairchild 
has been known as the 
Chieftains. Since 2004, the 
Chieftain logo was designed 
from a photo of Ho-Chunk 
Nation tribal member, Frank 
Thunder; with permission 
from the Thunder family, who 
been long time residents of 
Osseo and Fairchild. The late 
Jon Thunder and his sister, the 


late Darlene Thunder, both 
the children of Levi Thunder, 
have left their impact in 
Chieftain’s sport history. Jon 
was a member of the State 
Champion and State Runner- 
up Osseo-Fairchild Chieftain 
football teams. Darlene has 
a standing Osseo-Fairchild 
Chieftain cross country meet 
record. 

The Osseo-Fairchild 
School District held balloting 
from November 1 through 
November 15 to decide the 
new nickname, logo, and 
mascot. With many choices 
to choose from, the choices 
were Osprey, Dragons, 
Bengals, Phoenix, or a write- 
in; Thunder won as a write-in, 
garnering 659 votes of the 
2,023 votes casted. Osseo- 
Fairchild School District 
residents, students (Grades 
6-12), staff, parents, and 
alumni were eligible to vote. 
Elementary school students 
voted at their school. In the 
near future, the district will be 
hosting a logo design contest 
for residents. Clouds and 
a lightning bolt will be and 
have been included in the 
current design. 

Levi Thunder, Ho-Chunk 
tribal member and Osseo- 
Fairchild School District 
resident, shared his thoughts 
on the mascot change. He 
said, “It’s good. Most people 
in the area are farmers, they 
like the sound of thunder. 
People need things; we can’t 
survive without water.” Levi 
said the local TV sport news 
now uses the nickname in 
their reports. He said, “I heard 
it on TV, it’s good to hear.” 

Nick Kedrowski, the 
husband of Nyree Kedrowski 
(nee Thunder), and Gordon 
Thunder also shared their 
thoughts about the mascot 
change. Gordon said, 


“Thunder is a natural 
phenomenon. That’s what the 
new mascot has been changed 
to.” Many of the Osseo- 
Fairchild School District 
residents believe the new 
name is in honor of Frank 
Thunder. Nick said, “We 
were there when they made 
the announcement. Some 
of Nyree ’s friends gave her 
a celebratory hug after the 
announcement was made.” 

Bill Tourdot, the Osseo- 
Fairchild principal, said 
“after the Department of 
Public Instruction order, we 
had to remove everything 
with Chieftains on it from 
the school grounds. They 
did an inspection and looked 
everywhere. (They looked) 
in closets, drawers, storage.” 
Tourdot said the school store 
now sells Thunder attire. He 
said, “When we first offered 
Thunder gear, we had a line 
of folks here (to buy). There 
was a long line. We were 
overwhelmed.” 

The American 
Psychological Association 


did studies on the effects of 
racial mascots and found 
harmful effects. Empirical 
research showed the use of 
race based mascots, whether 
negative or positive, lowered 
self esteem in students of 
that race, lowered belief 
that community government 
could protect or come to 
the aid of the race, and 
lowered achievement related 
to future goals of students. 
Furthermore, the use of race 
based mascots showed any 
child will endorse racial 
stereotypes of other racial 
minority groups. 

In the end, the Osseo- 
Fairchild School District 
offered no evidence of 
educating students and 
visiting team about the 
Chieftain mascot and was 
considered race based. For 
some district residents, they 
will always consider Osseo- 
Fairchild as the Chieftains. 
Many are pleased at the 
outcome and look forward to 
a new Thunder legacy.

For two weeks, well over 
a dozen employees from 
Alcohol Drug Program 
Services, Domestic Violence 
Program, Well Woman Health, 
Diabetic Basics, Community 
Health, Nutrition and Health 
Benefits Specialists, travelled 
to the different Ho-Chunk 
sites and set up informational 
booths. 

Each tribal member upon 
registration was given a 
blank card and proceeded 
to take a tour of the booths.

1. Resolution 09-12-09B: 
This Resolution amends 
the constitution to clarify 
an ambiguous provi- 
sion in the constitution 
so that the GCA has 
authority as a separate 
branch of government 

to directly supervise 
GCA employees; it also 
provides constitutional 
authority to select hire, 
manage and supervise its 
own employees. 

2. Resolution 09-12-09E: 
This is a 2004 motion 
that was reaffirmed by 
General Council 2009 


to limit members of the 
Legislature to two, four- 
year terms. 

3. Resolution 09-1 2-09F: 
This is also a 2004 
resolution that was 
reaffirmed in 2009 to 
limit the President to 
two, four-year terms. 
(Note: Resolution 09- 
12-09E and F have been 
combined into a single 
resolution. 

4. Resolution 09-1 2-09G: 
This resolution passed 
in 2005 and was revised 
to address the com- 
ments provided by the 


BIA and reaffirmed to 
correct a concern about 
the President’s power to 
retroactively vet legis- 
lation. This provides a 
presidential veto that the 
legislature can overturn 
by a 2/3rds majority 
vote. 

5. Resolution 09-1 2-09G: 
This resolution origi- 
nally passed in 2005 and 
was reaffirmed in 2009. 
This provides General 
Council the authority to 
take enforcement action 
to ensure that resolutions 
are passed timely, and

On December 3, the 2011 , fifteen 
Ho-Chunk Youth Marathon Runners 
Against Drunk Driving and two 
old-timers graduated by completing 
their twenty mile training run in 
preparation to compete and finish the 
Honolulu Marathon. The group has 
been running since 1999 in memory of 
Louella Blackdeer. 


In life Louella often felt insecure 
and unwanted by her peers, she never 
had the chance to find out how wrong 
her thinking was. Almost the entire 
high school body came to her funeral. 
We honor her memory, tell her story, 
run for her and continue the tradition 
of our team of hard work and self- 

sacrifice. We will finish this marathon 
for her and ourselves. We are family 
and we will remember our sister. 


Louella’s story: 

Louella was a very determined 
teenager and she struggled with 
today’s pressures and she had often 
taken the wrong path. When Louella 
found running, everything in her 
whole world changed. She became 
a more positive person, she worked 
hard to do her best, she believed in 
herself. The 1999 Honolulu Marathon 
was the first of many she said. It was 
her moment in life; she saw what life 
could be if she focused herself and 
worked towards her goal. 

Louella along with three school 
friends had attended their first prom, 
after a festive night of fun they 

were taking Louella home. During this 
evening, they had not been drinking 
alcohol and using drugs. In the early 
morning hours on May 7, 2000 the 
disease of alcoholism reared its ugly 
head in the form of a repeat drunk 
driver, this disease killed Louella and 
her three friends. Everything Louella 
and her friends and their families had 
planned for them in life came to an 
abrupt end. She could have gone to 
college on a scholarship, she could 
have made the Olympic Team, and

WE ARE THE HO-CHUNK

AGAINST DRUNK DRIVING. 

Erwin Begay, Coach of the Ho- 
Chunk Youth Marathon RADD 
Runner’s, is an Army veteran, Navajo, 
and husband to Faye Begay (nee 
Thunder), and has been coaching the 
group for twelve years. Begay ran 
the Honolulu Marathon in 1994. It 
was then, that he thought it would 
be nice to see native youth runners 
competing in the marathon. Begay 
thought running would help the youth 
focus on something positive. After 
retiring from the Army as an Infantry 
Instructor, Begay moved to Wisconsin 
with his wife Faye and began working 
as a Youth Coordinator. While 
working with the Ho-Chunk youth, 
Begay saw the late Louella Blackdeer 
running down a dirt road and was 
reminded of his thought when he ran 
the ’94 Honolulu Marathon. That’s 
the inspiration of the Ho-Chunk Youth 
Marathon Runners. 

Begay’s Assistant Coach, Lani 
Blackdeer, is the mother of Louella 
Blackdeer. Louella and five other Ho- 
Chunk youth comprised the first group 
of runners. Lani supported Louella’s 
running 
because she 
saw how it 
made her 
a better 
person. 

Lani thought 
the running 
group could 
help youth 
who thought 
they didn’t 
fit in (with 
their peers) 
or who were 
unable to 
deal with 
realities of 
life. Louella 
and the 
first group 
of runners 
completed 
the 1999 
Honolulu

Marathon and fulfilled Begay’s dream 
of native youth competing in the 
marathon. 

The 2011 training began on August 
27 in Black River Falls, Wisconsin, 
at the old Wal-Mart parking lot. The 
next fourteen weeks would be rigorous 
training to gear up for and complete 
the Honolulu marathon. Each runner 
had a sponsor to help throughout the 
training; providing the runners to 
get to each run, to provide a secure 
run route, to man water stations, to 
transport runners for bathroom breaks, 
and to escort them to Honolulu for 
the marathon. In order to participate 
in the marathon trip, each runner had 
to complete the assigned mileage per 
week. 

The Ho-Chunk Youth Marathon 
Runners, coaches, and sponsors 
departed for Honolulu at 4 a. m. on 
December 7. Aqua Bamboo Waikiki 
served as the group’s home away from 
home. Each morning the runners ran 
thirty to forty minutes. The group 
also participated in events such as: a 
Luau at Paradise Cove, a tribute to 
Louella, a visit to Hawaii Cultural 
Center, USS Arizona Memorial, a flea 
market, and a pasta feed for runners 
and coaches. The marathon started at 
5 am on December 1 1 . The day after 
the marathon, the runners had a photo 
session and enjoyed a free day to 
recuperate. The group arrived back to 
Black River Falls on December 14. 

The Ho-Chunk Youth Marathon 


Runners Against Drunk Driving has 
been a story of inspiration to many. In 
2002, Coach Begay and the runners 
were the recipients of the Wisconsin 
State Legislature’s Hometown Hero 
Award by recommendation of State 
Representative Terry Musser. 

The story is also going to be 
featured in an upcoming him 
entitled, Blackdeer. Coaches Begay 
and Blackdeer are assisting in the 
scriptwriting by providing details 
and personal accounts. Adam Beach 
has signed on to play Coach Erwin 
Begay. Beach met with Begay when 
he visited Ho-Chunk communities 
in May 2010. Beach said he looks 
forward to returning to the area 
to shoot the him. Begay said the 
producer has about 30 percent of the 
hlm’s budget. It’s uncertain when 
the production will begin, just as it’s 
uncertain if a new group of runners 
will run in 2012. 

In closing, Begay informed 
the group know that he would 
not be returning to coach in the 
future. He said, “This will be my 
last year. Twelve years is good. I 
have a lot going on; (in terms of) 
family commitments.” During the 
graduation, Blackdeer said, “We don’t 
know what’s going to happen next 
year. We’ll have to get through this 
(year’s marathon trip), and take some 
time off. Then we’ll make a decision 
later on next year.”
